A SAFE RULING. 


Judge Bruce Sustains Two of Mr. Cleveland’s 
Appointments. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 19,—(Spectal.)—To- 
day in the United States district court, before 
Judge Bruce arguments were made in- the 
cases of Lewis E. Parsons, va. Emmett 
O'Niel, and A. N. Nininger vs. J. C. Mus- 
grove. Parsons and Nininger are the recently 
removed district attorney and United States 
marshal, respectively, and O’Niel and Mus- 
rove, the recent appointees for the nortuern 
district of Alabama. 

The matter was argued in the form of a 
couference to ascertain whom the court would 
recognize as the oflicials of his court in open- 
ing this, an adjourned term. Last February 
thiece years ago.sarsons and Nininger were ap- 
pointed, and their commissions read ‘ror a 
term of four years."’ ‘The arguments were 
lengthy and went over that oft-treated ground 
of whether the president had the right to re- 
move from and appoint to oflice. 

Judge Bruce, after the argument said in 
substance that really there is no formal case 
even before this court, and the arguments have 
been dealing with «a matter to a large extent 
on which the court is not able to pass. ““fhe 
arguiments have beeu on the point in the main 
as to the rights of office, and this question 
cannot come before or be ent@rtained by me 
in the present hexring. Whether the presi- 
dent has or has not the right to appoint these 
men does not come before me in this ense. 
I shall not undertake to decide that point. 
The court, however, must recognize some one 
who represents the government. Commis- 
sions have been issued from the president and 
signed by the attorney general, the head of 
this department to Musgrove and O'Niel, ap- 
polnting them marshal and district attorney 
of this district. They have been offered to 
me here today. The-vcourts must be held to 
know the current history of the country—are 
these papers of no effect? Courts must pro- 
ceed in an orderly manner. ‘This court is 
but a branch of the department of which 
the attorney general is at the head. ‘It would 
not be orderly to refuse to recognize these 
commissions which are duly signed by the 
president and the attorney general. This 
court cannot undertake to pass upon whether 
the president acted properly or not, or wheth- 
er his acts were unconstitutional. This court 
will presume that the president and the at- 
torney genral and their advisers have acted 
within their rights. It Is clear in my mind 
that these papers are regular and must be 
recognized. 1 shall recognize them and pro- 
ceed to open court and try the cases set down 
for this term.” 

A motion was made that an order: issue for 
ex-District Attorney VParsons and ex-United 
States Marshal Nininger to turn over the books 
and papers in their possession belonging to 
the goverument. Judge Bruce signified his 
willingness to issue the order in the morning.

Old Ford Theater Building, 
AINESWORTH, COVERT, SASS AND DENT 


Named in the Coroner’s Jury Ver- 
dict as Being Responsible 


FOR THE KILLING OF LOFTUS. 


Captain Thorpe’s Testimony Showing That 
Dent Did Not Give a Bond for the 
Work Done—Arrests to Follow. 


Washington, June 19.—It was decided by 
Coroner Patterson today that Colénel If. ©. 
Ainesworth should not be summoned to ap- 
pear as a witness before the jury investi- 
gating the cause of the Ford’s theater disas- 
ter. ‘his decision was precipitated by B. H. 
Warner, one of the jurors, in stating that 
several of the jurors would like the coroner 
to issue a subpena for Colonel Aines- 
worth>to give testimony at the inquest, not 
merely in regard to his own connection with 
the theater accident, but with reference to 
other parties concerned. 

“I see no reason,”’ said Mr. Warner, “why 
he should be treated differently from other 
witnesses. Four of the jurors favor hav- 
ing him before us and two are indifferent. 
Inasmuch as the statement that this jury 
is prejudiced against him has been made in 
the public press and elsewhere, we think 
he. should be made to appear.’’ 

Coroner Patterson said he did not believe 
that the presence of Colonel Ainesworth 
would in any way assist in determining 
how Frederick K. Loftus, over whose body 
the inquest is being held, came to his death. 
Nothing could be gained by summoning him 
in his official capacity, and as Colonel 
Ainesworth was not willing to appear as 
an ordinary citizen, he thought nothing 
could be gained by calling him, Mr. Warner 
stated that he wished to say for the jury, 
in referenee to the statement of prejudice 
in the minds of several of its members, 
that up to the time the inquest. proceed- 
ings began, the jury had the highest opin- 
fon ef Colonel Ainesworth, put he had in- 
terjected himself upon them as a defendant, 
when he was not accused. 

The testimony this morning was princi- 
pally in reference to the character of the 
material used by Contractor Dent in doing 
the work. 

William Comack, a dealer in cement, 
testified that he had sold Dent the cement 
used by him in the job. It was the best 
quality in the market. Witness was shown 
some of the sandy substance used as mor- 
tar in underpinning the piers beneath the 
building and gave it is his opinion that it 
did not contain the kind of cement he sold 
Dent. It was very poor mortar, he said, 

Robert Clark testified that the building 
as ic now stands is in a dangerous con- 
dition. 

Dent Had No Bond.t 

Interest in the efforts of the jury to 
determine where the responsibility for the 
collapse of the building rested was intensi- 
fied when Captain Thorpe, chief o€ the 
supply division of the war department, was 
called to the stand. 

I’rom questions asked last week by mein- 
bers of the jury it was apparent that they 
had an idea that Captain Thorpe was in 
some way responsible for the work beneath 
the building. He was questioned as to the 
bond given by Dent. The testimony created 
a sensation. 

“There was no bond,” said' Cantain 
Thorpe. “One had been drawn up, but Dent 
‘ame to him and said the man who was 
going on the bond was a brick contractor 
and that he ought not to go on it. Witness 
had consulted with Colonel Ainesworth and 
Dent had been told to go on without bond. 

Mr. Warner asked @ series of quescions 
in regard to Mr. Covert’s duties and the 
witness said he should certainly consider 
that, as superintendent, Covert should have 
reported any danger in connec- 
tion with the building. He should have re- 
ported to Colonel Ainesworth. Did not 
know what Covert’s specie dnties were. 
Colonel Ainesworth, said the witness, was 
in charge of the building aud fesponsible 
for it. 

I‘rank I. Hopkins, a sand contractor, 
testified that he sold Dent the sand for 
use in mixing mortar at the theater build- 
ing- Dent asked for the best quality and 
it was given him. Shown some of the mor- 
tar taken from the ruins, Mr. Hopkins said 
it did not contain the sand furnished by 
him. ; 

Jumes A. Connor, a newspaper reporter, 
said that Superintendent Covert bad told 
him that Colonel Ainesworth was directly 
in charge of the work beneath the building, 

Nothing sensational was developed after 
this. live witnesses testified, the last be- 
ing Butler Hitch, an elderly, white-haired 
clerk of the record and pension division 
who said that he came to the eoneiusion 
that the old theater building was unsafe 
while the exeayvation was going on, and. 
therefore, on the slay before the catastrophe, 
asked and obtained five days® leave of 
absence, 

Verdict of the Jury. 

When he concluded his testimony, the 
jurr retired to consider its verdict. After 
being out two hours, the jury returned a 
verdict setting forth that Frederick K. 
Loftus came to his death by the disaster 
at Ford’s theater building on June 9, 1893. 
They recite the fact that George W. Dent 
was the contractor under the g£overnment 
for the work in progress which caused the 
disaster and all the circumstances con- 
nected with the accident, and find that 
Frederick ©. Ainesworth, in charge of the 
building; William G. Covert, the superin- 
tendent; Francis Sass, the engineer, and 
George W. Dent, the contraetor, are re- 
sponsible for the killing of Loftus. 

The juty further found that the failv-e 
of the government of the United States to 
provide for skilled superintendence of the 
work of repair and alterations of its buil.- 
ings in charge of the war department is 
most unbusinesslike and reprehensible, and 
are of the opinion that if such superin- 
tendence had been provided in the ease of 
the work on the Ford theater building the 
awful tragedy might have been averted. 

Coroner Patterson decided not to issue 
warrants for the commitment of Colonel 
Ainesworth, Dent, Covert and Sass until 
tomorrow morning, .n order to give them 
an opportunity of obta‘ning bail. Colonel 
Ainvsworth has already secured a bonds- 
man. 


FEARFUL FOREST FIRES, 


Trainloads of People Who Had Thetr Homes 
Ruined by the Flames, 

Duluth, Minn., June 19.—The first train 
bearing ,refugees from the ravages of the 
forest fires, carrying 250 people, mostly 
women and children, arrived at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning, and the wearied, hungrs 
passengers hurried to the baggage room, 
where elaborate lunches were spread. ‘The 
greater portion were penniless, dependent 
absolutely upon what charity might be 
offered.

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fect gale, and houses on the edge of the 
town began to burn. The people went mad.

Then 
they tried to save thé lighter articles, but 
as the fire grew fiercer they were glad to 
save anything and escape with their lives. 
The town burned like tinder. The light 
frame buildings being like so much paper. 
The whole town was in ruins in less than 
an hour. The terrified people gathered 
about the Missabee deast. where the officers 
of the road were doing everything for 
their safety. A train of ore cars was back- 
ed into the depot, amd the people loaded 
in. All the way we Came through a land 
of fire.” 
A Camp Barned Out. 


St. Paul, Minn., Jane 19.—Thera were 
many mining camps employing a large 
number of men, in Nunberhood, and they 
were undoubtedly burned by yesterday’s 
forest fire. Among them were the Moun- 
tain Iron, the New England, the Rouhleau, 
the One Jack and Poca mines. All the 
eamps had had large storehouses. It is 
feared that some of the men may have 
perished in the fierce flames. It is difficult 
to estimate the total loss, but, if reports 
are true as to the extent of the destruction 
at the various towns mentioned, it will 
amount to over one million. 


A NECK IN DANGER, 
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The Mob Lingeredin the Square Until After 
Midnight. 

Nashville, Tenn., June 19.—(Special.)— 
The public square at Columbia tonight was 
crowded by armed men, who seemed de- 
termined to make an attempt to lynch Dr. 
J. R. Thompson, a hegro who was twice 
detected in the attempt to enter. Mrs. 
Scribner’s room. ‘Thompson’s evil purpose 
is proved by his having a bottle of chloro- 
form. 

Sheriff Ragsdale has the jail heavily 
guarded, and an attack will doubtless be 
followed by bloodshed. Thompson is a 
mulatto, nearly white, and, besides prac- 
ticing as a pliysician, clerked in a negro 
drug store. He has made two attempts 
to get into the room of Mrs. R. Scribner, 
a beautiful young widow. Friday night, 
she was awakened, and discovered Thomp- 
son half way in the window of -her room. 
She screamed, and he fled. 

Mrs. Scribner is a daughter of William 
Hi. Watson, one of the wealthiest and 
inmost prominent citizens of Columbia. She 
told her father of the attempt to enter her 
room, and he and her brother watched 
Saturday night, but ne one came. Last 
night they watched again, but fell asleep, 
and were awakeued at’ 1:30 o’clock and 
found Thompson in the room. The son 
snapped his pistol, but it failed to fire. The 
father then seized ‘Thompson, and in the 
scuttle both fell out of the window, the negro 
dropping a bottle of chloroform vin the 
scuftie. The negro ran, and was captured 
and taken to jai. 

‘The facts did not become known until 
about 11 o'clock this morning, and-at that 
hour men began to gather on the square, 
discussing the affair. The crowd constant- 
ly increased in number® until 2 o'clock; 
when a committee was appointed to go to 
the jail and demand ‘Thompson. Sheriff 
Ilenry Ragsdale refused to give him up, and 
telegraphed Governor ‘Turney for 
ance. ‘There was no one at Nashville, how- 
ever, Who had authority to order out troops, 
Grovernor Turney being somewhere between 
New York and Nashville, and General Bite 
being in Lebanon attending the funeral of 
his brother. Sheriff Regsdale summoned 
twenty men, who, with rifles, are guarding 
the jail. At 11 o'clock tonight there was 
a rapidly growing crowd on the square, 
and it seems that an attack, on the jail is 
inevitable. 

The mob remained on the square until mid- 
night, when it is reported to have dispersed. 
At that hour Sheriff Ragsdwie telegraphed 
here the he would probably rot need the 
troops.

Columbus, Ga., June 19.—(Special,)—A negro 
was arrested here today charged with a very 
serious crime. Sunday morning, about 2:20 
o'clock, Mr. E, O, Allbright, who is a mer- 
chant here, was awakened by the screams of 
his wife, and getting up at once, he saw a 
burley negro jump through the window. He 
attempted to shoot the man, but the negro 
disappeared with such rapidity that it was 
lmpossilie to wing him. Upon inquiring All- 
bright found that his wife, who was sleeping 
on unother bed in the same 
room, had been awakened snddenly 
by feeling some one eateh hold of 
her, She found upon opening her eyes that’ 
a negro was orn the bed with her. She re. 
cognized him by means of an eleetric light 
as Will Myers, who had been employed at 
her husband's store. His object was evident- 
ly rape, and had it not been that her husband 
was sleeping in the same room, the scoundrel 
might have succeeded.

Who Say He Should Have Vone 
Much Better. | 


MR. KNOWLTON FOR THE PROSECUTION 


Begins His Argument, but Had Not Con- 
cluded It at the Time of the Ad- 
journment of Court. 


New Bedford, Mass., June 19.—The day 
of the arguments in the Borden case brought 
out a terrific jam at the courthouse, and 
for an hour before the time of opening 
the doors it wag besieged by people, mostly 
ladies in holiday attire, all hoping for seats. 
But there were too few seats for the a@ 
commodation of a tenth part of the claim- 
ants, and there was much grumbling in 
consequence. When the court was ready 
for opening, there were many ladieg stand- 
ing in the aisles, but they were quickly 
ushered to the anterooms and _ corridors, 
and obliged to watch the battle from afar. 
The enclosure was packed with legal lights 
from all over the country. In fact, so 
closely was it packed that the counsel for 
the prosecution ‘were obliged to pass be- 
hind the justice’s bench, and thus get to 
their seats within the bar. When Sheriff 
Wright came in, the aisles were cleared in 
a second, and every Ohne was obliged to 
sit down. 

The jury took their seats at 8:55 o'clock, 
looking quite refreshed after two days’ 
rest, and in a few minutes after they en- 
tered Miss Borden tame in, a bunch of 
pinks in her hand and a contented smile 
on her face. 


Governor Robinson's Argument. 

The jury was polled promptly on the 
opening of the court, and almost immediate- 
ly Governor Robinson began his argument. 
He said: 

Muy it please your honor, Mr. Foreman 
and gentleinen, one of the most diabolical 
crimes ever Committed in Massachusetts was 
perpetrated in August, 1802, in Fall River. 
The enormity of it startled everybody. Every 
one feit that the wrong should be righted 
and the wicked brought to justice. Here 
Was a crime with all its horrers, and who 
could have done such an act? says everybody. 
In the quiet home in the bread daylight on 
the streets of a populous eity, who could 
have done it? Inspection showed that Mrs. 
Borden had been slain by the use of some 
Sharp instrument, and below the stairs was 
Mr. Borden’s mutilated body. The terrors 
of those scenes no language can portray, and 
we are challenged at the. outset to find who 
was equal to the enormity; whose heart is 
blackened with crime—a maniac, not a man 
of senses and heart; a lunatic, a devil. 

They were well directed biows which 
caused these deaths, not directed by a biun- 
derer, none going amiss. Surely we cam say 
at the outset this was not the careless, un- 
trained doing of one wnufamiliar with such 
work. Now suspicion begins to fall hére afd 
everywhere. They surround this and that 
one and follow out .eclues everywhere. No 
decent man complains of investigation, and 
eversthing ought to be done, but we 
say everything was not done and the proper 
methods not taken. Tracing the course of all 
Suspected persons from the preliminary hear- 
ing to this trial, in all these proceedings the 
prisoner had no votee; the government said: 
“If we can’t prove it against her she snpall 
go free.”’ But it was one-sided and you are 
to draw no inference whatever from these 
proceedings of the preliminary hearing. We 
would not be safe if, in those great crimes 
our tives hung on the words of a_ single 
Inman. We eame here to seek freedom .and 
right through you, gentiemen. | 

As you begin to contemplate this crime 
you must say such acts are physically and 
morally impossible for this young woman. 
It is a wreck of human morals to say this 
of her. The defense complains of no perse- 
cution on the part of fhe district attorftey. 
He has only one duty to do, and with his 
well-earned fame at the bar he has no need 
to search for fame and he will be the last 
man to attempt such. He stands aboye such 
things and says: “All I have is the case as 
it is. and as it was brought to me by the po- 
lice of Fall River.” He is not here for blood; 
neither is he helped in that purpose by our 
friends from Wssex county. So you see no 
smail play on the part of the commonwealth, 
only a presentation of what has been proved 
here and only that. 

Treatment of Miss Borden. 

Hicre the speaker referred to the kindly 
manner in which the sheriff treated Miss 
Borden, and said: 

She came into this court, presided over by 
our ablest justices who “vant the common- 
wealth’s case tried fairly, and now you are 
only to deal with these facts. I said the 
ease was brought here by the Fall River po- 
lice. Ll have not time to go into sarcasm 
and denunciation; the blue coat and brass 
buttons cover up what is inside. The officer 
is always magnifying this and 


the deed upon which they are at work. The 
witness stand brings out their weakness 
when they knock “their own heads together, 
but after all they show themselves to be 
only men with human weakness. So I sap 
to you the defendant comes before you per- 
fectiy satisfied that the jury is the most re- 
freshing aspect that the eye of human be- 
ings ever feasted upon. You are men, broth- 
ers to your countrymen, with hearts, heads, 
souls and right minds and you come here in 
obedience to the laws, because in answer. to 
their demands you must render this great 
service. You are loyal to the state and to 
common humanity. Bring your hearts, your 
homes and your Intellect here and -let us 
talk as men. 

Lirsie A. Borden has been in your charge 
from the day we opened this case, and that 
was your oath and now comes the time when 
not alone are lawyers to speak for her, and 
the justices to speak, but you tweive men 
take her in charge. She is not. the 
property of anybody, but a free, intelligent, 
innocent woman in your charge. This woman 
has never been alone in this conrtroom, but 
has been watched over carefully. you are 
trying the woman for her life and you are 
bornd to say: “I will clearly consider this 
question and I will make no mistake: for 
if you do, no power on earth can right It. 
The man I want to see in the jury box is the 
man who has read and has opinions. The 
man I do not want to see is the one like a 
piece of putty that takes the impression of 
the last one who comes in contact wjth him. 
Every man of you is man enough to say 
when any one presents an idea in your jury 
room that is not in the case to say so. It 
is not your business to unravel the mystery, 
but simply to say is the defendant guilty: 
that is all. Though the real criminal shall 
never be found, it is better than that you 
should find a wrong verdict. It is not who 
did it or how it was done, but did she do 
it’ Yorn must not think for a moment that 
this defer Gant is set on trial for the findl: 
out of who did it. She is not a detective an 
she has been in jail for nine months, under 
constant restraint from the tery day almost 
of the murders.

Mr. Wilcoxon's Specch.. 

This morning’s exercises consisted of some 
excellent music by Wurm’s orchestra, and the 
oration of Captain A. C. Wilcoxon, of Atlan- 
ta, before the literary societics. 

The speech was only about twenty-three 
minutes long and was the briefest ever de- 
livered on a similar occasion, but was all 
the more interesting for that. When the 
speaker referred to the late Professor Charles 
Morris the audience applauded enthusiastical- 
ly, evidencing the great esteem. In which 
Professor Morris was held by the students. 

Captain Wilcoxon said of Professor Morris: 
“None knew him but to love him; none spoke 
his name but to praise him; God bless his 
memory! May the rains from heaven fall 
lightly upon his new-made grave and may his 
influence linger long for good in this comiuni- 
ty and in this old hall.” 

“The theme of the oration was the necessity 
of truth and virtue in the character of the 
government, and the character of the people. 
The speaker reviewed the material progress 
and industrial development of the country 
during the now waning century apd prophe- 
sied a more perfect peace and prosperity in 
the future. He said our civilization has so 
far advanced and all sections and conditions

DR. BOGGS AND BRANCH COLLEGES. 


He, Probably, Prompted the Opposition— But 
Didn’t Mean Dahlonega. 

Athens, Ga., June = 19.—(Special.)—There 
being such a racket raised by alumni of the 
branch colleges over the report of the board 
of visitors recommending that the chancellor 
be not required to sigh the diphomas of these 
branches, The Constitution calted to see 
Chancellor Boggs today and asked whether 
he approved that part-of the report or not. 

The chancellor approves of a majority 
the recommendations of the vishktors. He 
thinks if fraternities are permitted at all 
they should be confined to the campus, with 
good buildings, rent free. He thinks all eol- 
lege societies are to a certain extent detri- 
mental, but that they are so firmty estab- 
lished that an attempt at extermination is 
dangerous. The sugyestions contained In 
the report, he said, if not entirely adopted, 
are entitled to serious consideration. 

The chancellor is not required to sign any 
branch college diplomas except the North 
Georgia Agricultural college at Dahlonega 
and the medical college at Augusta. He 
readily signs the Dahlonega cotlege diplomas, 
and thinks it is a good college and is doing 
one of the greatest works In the state, and 
says no commendation for patience and pa- 
triotism of such men as President Price and 
others who have stood by the school is too 
great. The chancellor did seriously, how- 
ever, object to signing the diplomas of med- 
ical students from Augusta, for, he saya, the 
institution was turning out to practice in 
the most particular of all sciences men per- 
fectly ignorant of the first principles of med- 
icel or surgical science by the wholesale. 

He did not think thar the trustees ought to 
require him to sign diplomas for such an in 
stitution. But the school has been reorgan- 
ized now and promised to become a worthy 
and useful institution, and he hopes he will 
not experience any difficulty with it in the 
future. He believes that under its reorgani- 
zation it wit come fully up to the standard 
and all seruples about signing the diplomas 
be removed.

‘They all seein 
to love him as ole person, It made no dil- 
ference at what hour the train bearing the 
remains reached the town through which 
it had to pass, the people were at the sta- 
tion with floral offerings and kind words 
for their beloved dead. It was a grand 
sight. Many were the tears shed as the 
swift train bore its precious burden to 1s 
last resting place at Richmond, As the 
crowds would. come to the train anxiously 
asking that they be allowed to review tue 
bier, the old soldiers stood and watched 
the preceediug with a soul full of emotion 
for the dead chieftain. ‘They all honored 
him in life and loved his blessed memory. 
The scene from the beginning to the end 
beggars description. Only an eye witness 
could) have fully appreciated the sight. 
When “eneral Evans tinished speaking he 
was lustily cheered and his beautiful eulogy 
had its weight upon his hearers.” 

Dr. J. William Jones spoke upon the 
same line as that of the preceding speaker, 
aud his graul word painting was a great 
effort that touched all present. Dr. Jones 
reviewed the ex-president’s life from the 
time of his first appearance in the political 
firmament to the time of bis death, and a 
more graphic and eloquent speech upon tue 
subject has never been heard in the city.

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DR. LEE GOES TO MONTREAL. 


He Will Address the Christian Endeavor 
Convention There July Sth. 


Perhaps the largest body of Christians ever 
assembled together met in New York July 7, 
1892. This meeting overrun the city and 
astonished the newspaper people and every- 
body else. The services in Madison Square 
garden were worth a trip to New York to 
see. The singing, led by the famous Ira D. 
Sankey, was such as once heard can never be 
forgotten. Waves of melody seemed to rise 
mountain high and fall in such rythmic un- 
dulations as baptised the whole assembly in 
refreshing song. 

All who went last year want to go again, 
and there will doubtless be such a gathering 
as Canada never saw before. The people of 
her majesty’s dominion will have the oppor- 
tunity to study the people from the states in 
their own homes. 

The Christian Endeavor Society is the 
largest organization of young people on the 
earth. It is interdenominational and all the 
evangelical churches in the union are repre- 
sented in it. The Presbyterians have more 
members in it than any other. Instead of 
encouraging young people in the direction of 
undenominational lines, it seeks to make 
them more denominational if anything. A 
society in a Baptist church for instance en- 
courages allthe young people who belong to 
that denomination to attend the services of 
that branch of the Christian church. 

The society in Georgia is growing rapidly. 
It started four years ago with fourteen so- 
cieties; now there are ninety-seven in the 
state and 4,000 members. Captain A. B. 
Carrier has done much for the movement in 
Georgia Dy getting the young people who 
belong to it to attend the great international 
eonventions. The first year he made an at- 
tempt to get delegates was when the conVen- 
tion was held in St. Louis. One delegate 
from Georgia responded to roll call. The 
next year, at Minneapolis, fifteen delegates 
attended. Last year sixty-five went from 
Georgia. This year he will carry 150 or more. 
The young people always return from these 
conventions enthusiastic and ready to do good, 
earnest Christian work in ‘their respective 
churches. The president is Dr. Francis: EB. 
Clark. and the trustees of the United Soctety 
are made up of the representative people of 
all the Christian denominations. Rev. C. P. 
Williamson is the president of the society’ in 
Georgia and is doing much to advance its 
interests in this state. Last year there were 
speeches from such men as Chauncey Denew, 
Whitelaw Reid. Dr. Charles F. Deems, Dr. 
Wavland Hoyt, Rev. Russell Strong ans 
others, This year the programme is_ better 
than ever. The people of Montreal have 
inade great preparations for this influential 
body of young Christian Endeavorers, The 
newspapers in Canada and the United Gtates 
are making preparations to give verbatim re- 
norts of the meeting in all the newspapers of 
hoth countries. The proceedings will be 
watched with great interest. A large number 
of people are going from Atlanta and from 


other cities in Georgia.

The esteemed New York Morning Ad- 
vertiser, speaking of the coming address 
of General Gordon on Grant and Lee, 
quotes the following from The Charles- 
ton News and Courier: 

We hope General Gordon will write his 
speech out in full, and that he will stick 
close to his manuscript. We do not want 
him to “slop over,” and there is a tendency 
among Georgia orators to say things when 
they go north that they never dream of say- 
ing when they speak at home, 

Taking this uncalled for and ground- 
less paragraph for a text, The Morning 
Advertiser says: 

It has been the custom of prominent south- 
erners visiting the north of late years in 
search of capital, té use soft and honeyed 
speech. General Gordon has subjected him- 
self to much criticism in the south because of 
his broad, patriotic utterances when visiting 
the north. When grossly rebuked he has 
explained that it was necessary to use soft 
phrases and make liberal promises in order 
to attract northern people to the south and 
induce investments. 

All this will be news to Georgians. 
Our recollection is that when Henry 
Grady spoke at'the New England ban- 
quet in New York he said: 

The south has nothing for which to apolo- 
grize. She believes that the late struggle be- 
tween the states was war and not rebellion, 
revolution and not conspiracy, and that her 
convictions were as honest as yours. I should 
be unjust to the dauntless spirit of the 
south and to my own convictions if I did 
not make this plain in this presence. The 
south has nathing to take back. In my na- 
tive town of Athens is a monument that 
crowns its central hills—a plain, white shaft. 
Deep cut into its shining side is a name 
dear to me above the names of men, that of 
a brave and simple man who died in brave 
and simple faith. Not for all the glories of 
New England—from Plymouth Rock all the 
way—would I exchange the heritage he left 
me in his soldier's death. 

And again, at the Boston banquet, he 
thus described the attitude of the south 
in the event of the passage of a force 
bill: 

We wrested our state government from ne- 
gro supremacy when the federal drumbeat 
rolled closer to the ballot box and federal 
bayonets hedged it deeper about than will 
ever again be permitted in this free govern- 
ment. But, sir, though the cannon of this 
republic thundered in every voting district 
of the south, we still should tind in the 
mercy of God the means and the courage to 
prevent its re-establishment. 

Surely the tone of these speeches is 
manly and independent enough to dis- 
pose of Editor Cockerill’s criticism so 
far as Mr. Grady is concerned. We 
have read the speeches of General Gor- 
don and other southerners delivered in 
the north, and while they all breathe 
the same spirit of loyalty to the union, 
we have neveg detected in them 
“soft phrases arm liberal promises” spo- 
ken of so contem)tuougly by The Morn- 
ing Advertiser. | 

Southerners visiting New York “in 
search of capital” or in pursuit of pleas- 
ure understand human nature well 
enough to know that they would pro- 
duce a very unfavorable impression if 
they flattered their conquerors at their 
own expense. We have never yet heard 
of the southerner on a visit to the north 
who did not stand up manfully for his 
own people. If Editor Cockerill knows 
of an exception to the rule let hime name 
the man and give his words. 
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Immigrants and the South. 

The New York World presents some 
interesting points in an article on immi- 
gration. ae 

Among the immigrants interviewed at 
Castle Garden the other day only one 
man was going southward. The others 
were going north and west. These peo- 
ple were asked why they did not go 
south. Their reply was that pamphlets 
and circulars had advertised the west 
all over Europe. They were not aware 
that immigrants were allowed to settle 
in the south, and they had heard that 
negroes got double the wages of white 
men. They did not like a cold climate, 
but they had been told that it was t@ 
hot in the south for whites to work in 
the fields. 

The writer in The World was satis- 
fied, after looking into the matter, that 
if the south would make her advantages 
known through agents and pamphlets 
she would have a fair share of desirable 
immigrants. He falls into the mistake, 
however, of saying that immigrants are 
not welcomed in the south and are 
scarcely tolerated. The assertion is also 
made that the negroes are increasing so 

apidly that they threaten to crowd out 
the whites. 

It is astonishing that The World 
should allow such statements to creep 
into what might have been made a valnu- 
able article. All the federal and state 
reports show that the whites are in- 
creasing at a more rapid rate than the 
blacks, and the very high death rate of 
the latter points to their gradual extine- 
tion. The reception of immigrants in 
the south has always been cordial, and 
the new-comers are furnished with lands 
on easy terms, and are treated lke 
home people, unless they show a dispo- 
sition to defy the laws and become dan- 
gerous citizens. 

The article is interesting because it 
makes it manifest that our northern 
friends are about as ignorant of the 
southern situation as are the immigrants 
whose misinformation they are endeay- 
oring to correct. 


After Leaving College,

In this vast army of educated young 
persons there are thousands whose gifts 
and attainments fit them for high and 
useful positions in life. And yet they 
may fail to achieve success simply be- 
cause they may rely too much upon thetr 
diplomas. 

The young man leaving college should 
get. in touch with the practical side of 
life. His general culture and mental 
discipline are very good things to have, 
but, as The New York Commercial Ad- 
yertiser suggests, he should lose no time 
in learning to do some one useful thing 
well, and learn to do it better than most 
of his competitors. 

We are rushing ahead and déveloping 
the greatest country on the globe. Peo- 
‘ple are not lounging in the shade dis- 
cussing the matters taught in college 
textbooks. They are looking out for 
their own interests, hunting,apotiey-mak- 
ing opportunities, and worrying them- 
selves over the problem of how to ac- 
complish great results at a small expen- 


diture of time; money and labor. The | 
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young man who goes to these people for 
employment will not be asked: “What 
do you know?” They will ask: “What 
can you. do?” 

That is the point. Learn to do one 
useful thing so well that you will be in 
demand. Your education is all right, 
but you must not expect it to put 
money in your pocket without the right 
sort of effort. The college man who gets 
this idea into his head will win. With- 
out it he will be a man of culture fitted 
for a professorship, perhaps, but he will 
be utterly helpless in the rough and 
tumble struggle for existence. 

EHven with a diploma a young man 
must begin on the bottom round of the 
ladder. After leaving college he must 
study the every day affairs of life and 
master some specialty in business, in the 
professions, in science, art or some occu- 
pation requiring manual labor. Then 
he will be equipped for the work of his 
life. 
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The Sooner the Better. 

The New York Herald has interviewed 
numerous congressmen, politicians and 
business men in regard to the extra ses- 
sion of congress, and the general verdict 
is that the sooner it meets the better. 

It is admitted on every side that con- 
gress should get to work before Septem- 
ber. There is no objection to a summer 
session, and at this time, when all classes 
desire to get rid of the doubt and un- 
certainty surrounding the policy of the 
new administration, a call for congress 
to meet in July would do much to re- 
store confidence. 

What the people want is the assurance 
that congress will get to work at an 
early day. It is generally believed that 
the lawmakers will be conservative, 
and will go right ahead and redeem the 
pledges of the democratic platform. 
Yet, while this is the impression, our 
merchants, manufacturers and financiers 
would be relieved by the announce- 
ment that the coming reforms will not 
be long delayed. Until something defi- 
nite is known production will lag, trade 
will be dull and capital will be inactive. 

It is in some respects a strange situa- 
tion, but the hopeful feature of it is the 
agreement of both democrats and re- 
publicans that congress should meet at 
the earliest possible day.

Even the experienced officers were de- 
ceived for the time, but in a few hours 
they. learned that George was simply a 
monumental liar who was giving his 
father a good deal of trouble. It is pro- 
posed to send the lad to a reform school, 
but the newspapers interefere in his 
behalf and declare that his wonderful 
powers of invention prove him to be a 
genius. According to The World it is 
dull stupidity to measure the conduct of 
such a boy by commonplace standards. 
He should be placed under the care of 
somebody wise enough to appreciate the 
rare possibilities of such a mind and 
character, so that his education may be 
directed with due regard to his individu- 
ality. 

It is admitted that George tells gor- 
geous falsehoods, but the point is made 
that he is not a liar in the sense in which 
the term is applied to those who deceive 
for their own advantage or to the in- 
jury of others. He is apparently exer. 
cising a creative imagination because it 
gives him intellectual pleasure. Let him 
be taught how to exercise his invention 
innocently and he may become a great 
novelist or a poet. His weak moral 
sense in regard to money’ matters is 
shared by most children who have 
strong desires. With the proper educa- 
tion he may become a great writer of 
fiction; without it he will probably be a 
confidence operator. 

The World has-much more to say on 
the same line, and the boy's father and 
the police are doubtless in a state of be- 
wilderment..._In their eyes George De- 
Wint is a phenomenal Har and should 
be sent to a house of correction. They 
cannot understand all this fine talk 
about lying being a sign of genius, mark- 
ing the story teller as a promising youth 
who deserves to be petted and educated 
under the best masters. Ag for young 
George, he 4! probably concocting 
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another yarn that will secure bis release 
and draw substantial evidences of pub- 
lic sympathy. If lying indicates genius, 
then the world is full of bright and shin- 
ing lights.

“As a fishing resort the north end of Long 
island has no superior on the south Atlantic 
coast.

The caster stands at the bow of the boat, 
and as the oarsman slowly propels the boat 
he throws the net in such qa manner that it 
spreads out like an umbrella, and then it is 
drawn in and the line draws it together and 
encloses all the fish covered by it, sometimes 
as many as a peck, when they are running 
freely, and it takes but a short time to fill 
a boat. They are much attracted by a light.

by the lantern. 
“From May until August turtle visit the beach 
at Long island in great numbers, and hunters 
frequently visit its shores prepared to spend 
the night in capturing them and securing

Brt, the citizens of White county who 
have mining property and who are developing 
it every day, have decided to have a report 
published anyhow, and it is quite a compli- 
ment to Professer Whatley that they have 
asked him to make the report. 

They have raised about $1,800 for taking the 
survey and getting out the report and will 
rajse a great deal more. It is the purpose of 
the miners of White county to have their 
interests shown up to the world from a scien- 
tific standpoint for what they are worth, 
and Professor Whatley they say is the man 
to do it. Professor Whatley is very much 
interested to see the northern section of the 
state | tne for what it is worth and has 
always claimed that Dr. Spencer, the chief 
geologist, has slighted the people of Que gold- 
mining region of the state throughout in his 
work for the department... Professor What- 
ley's work in that region has been so satis- 
factory to the miners that they have every 
contidence in his ability. 
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“Yes, this thing of clearing houses issuing 
certificates to banks and thus bridging over 
hard times is a good scheme .a cities where 
it becomes necessary,”’ said Captain Bob Low- 
ry, president of the Atlanta clearing house 
yesterday. 

“But | want to say one thing,”’ he continued, 
“we do not need it in Atlanta. I have read 
the telegram sent The Constitution by Cap- 
tain Howell suggesting that the banks of At- 
lanta could well afford to do as New York has 
done in this matter and I fully agree with 
him that it is the only safe thing to do, in 
case there should come to Atlanta such times 
us they seem to be having in New York. The 
plan that Captain Howell suggests is the very 
thing to do as a last recourse, but we of At- 
lanta are not at the last resort yet, and I 
really think that we need not fear it soon. It 
is true that the banks are pretty hard up at 
this season of the year, and when they get 
hard up the people are hard up and all that, 
but the banks of Atlanta are going to be as 
liberal to the people as the banks of a city 
could be, and with such fairness cf transac- 
tion I know that we have no cause to fear 
trouble. The system of issuing clearing house 
certificates among the banks is easily un- 
derstood. Suppose oue bank owes another 
$10,000 throught the clearing house. The 
clearing house, after having all the banks in- 
spected and their securities tested issues cer- 
tificates to the amount of the indebtedness 
of the bank and gives them as cash to the 
bank that is creditor. This is taken by the 
creditor bank in good faith as payment for 
the time, and thus the bank in debt Is not 
forced to come up with the cold hard cash but 
may retain it to accommodate its customers. 

“Thus, you see, it would be easy for the 
banks to pull through and accommodate a 
great many more patrons than without {he 
certificates. But, we don’t need such things 
here in Atlanta. We are smiling and will 
continue to smile as long as ile crops contin- 
ue to give as much promise;as ‘hey Co now.

Will Doster Was Placed Last Night to Pre- 
vent His Suicide. 

An excited young man ran up to Patrolmen 
Alderman and Smith as the two were pacing 
their beats near the corner of Decatur and 
Courtland streets last night about 9 o'clock, 
and catching one of the patruimen by the 
arm, g2eped out breathlessly: 

“For God's sake come up bere and get this 
man. He's buying morphine to kill himself, 
and if you don’t get him in a minute be’ll 
have swallowed the stuff—come with me 
quick.’’ 

The young man was temibly wrought up 
and pointed excitedly toward Talley’s drug 
store, about half way up the block on which 
they were standing. The two officers fol- 
lowed, and as they ran along the young man 
told them in broken sentences bow the man 
in the drug store had once before, yesterday 
morning, attempted to kill himself by taking 
poison. 

The two patrgamen stepped into the drug 
store just a minute behind the man who the 
excited young man feared was going to take 
poison. The man stood at the counter wait- 
ing for something which the drug clerk was 
preparing. He looked around as the offtcers 
stepped in, and turning faced them.

A few days ago he 
lost his position. He has been idle since be 
left work at the French kitchen. 

‘A young man about his own ace, twentr- 
six, named Henry Smith, was an almost con- 
stant companion of Doster. The two were 
great friends. Yesterday morning the young 
man told the patroimen, it was dfscovered that 
Doster and Smith had taken morphine. ‘ Mem- 
bers of the families of the two immediately 
begup work to save them from the deadty 
effects of the drug they had taken. For quite 
a while they were walked around the ror. 
and after a time Doster revived and recovers] 
speech. The young men stated to the officers 
that Smith did not come aronnd so easily 
and had not entirely recovered last night. 

After eating supper last night Doster, who 
still seemed to be under the effects of the 
morphine. walked out and came toward the 
city. A friend followed, Keeping him always 
in sight, as it was strongly feared that he 
would repeat his attempt to end his life. 
Doster went to es drug store on Dera- 
tur street, from whith place he was taken 
by Patrolmen Alderman and Smith, as already 
related. 

The drug clerk at Talley’s drng store save 
that Doster asked for 25 cents worth of. mor. 
phine, saving he was going to swallow a grain. 
The clerk told him that was too much. and 
wast talking with him about it when the 
patrolmen stepped ip. 

At the police station Doster seemed in very 
gay spirits and danced a jig for the delecta- 
tion of the officers on duty. He talked in a 
coherent manner, but repudiated the asser- 
tion that he had taken morphine. DF. Martin 
was called in, and after an examination gare 
it as his oninion that Doster was not suffering 
from poison. Later in the nicht a brother 
and a friend of Doster called at police head. 
quarters and escorted him to his home, 106 
Davis street. 

As to Doster’s reported attempt at snicid.

Sheriff Barnes decided to wait until Colo- 
nel Echols, who claims that be 1s the 
owner of the Willson Whisky Company, 
by virtue of having purchased it frorr 
Hagry Hill, who was not long in putting 
in an appearance. He showed considerable 
agitation at the sudden change of adminis. 
tration, as he did not think that another 
levy could be made in face of the fuct 
that he had given a 83,000 bond to retain 
possession of the business. He made no 
motion to estop the sheriff, telling him that 
he knew that, as an ofheer of the law, he 
was doing his duty.

DEATH RATHER THAN ASTHMA. 


An Invalid Bonght Morphine Ten Years Ago 
fand Took It Yesterday. 

Savannah, Ga., June 19.—(Spectal.)— Alex- 
ander George, seventy years of age. a blac%- 
smith, who has been in Savannah for the 
past thirty vears, committed suicide this morn 
ing by taking morphine at the residence o 
Thomas McKay, on Indian street. where hi 
boarded. The act was premegé ated. 
shown by the following note left to the coro 
ner: 

‘June 


18, 1893—To Coroner Dixon. Deas 
Sir: There is no use of an inqnest in thi: 
case. I have been an invalid for these tw 
years and T got so bad that I could not wii!k 
around for want of breath. I have suffere 
awful and [I take morphine to get elear of 
pain.

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An Interesting Case Heard by the 
State Supreme Court. 


THE LEGISLATIVE INVESTIGATION BEGINS 


Uncle Bob Hardeman and Captain Bill 
Wright Turn Over Their Books. 
Other News and Gossip. 


There was an interesting question sprung 
in the supreme court yesterday when the case 
of Fort vs. the State was arued. 

The case is that of Loyd’s Guarantee and 
Accident Insurance Company, of New York, 
which has been held up from doing bus- 
iness in the state by Comptroller 
General Wright because they have not com- 
pied with the requirements of the law in 
the matter of getting out their charter, ac- 
cording to his charges. 

It is known that all insurance companies 
have to have on deposit $100,000 before they 
cau do business in this state. This deposit 
is to show In good faith that they are suffi- 
clently backed with capital to make it safe 
for their policy holders. 

The company in question, it seems, has 
not such a deposit in custody anywhere and 
hence the action of Comptroller General 
Wright in holding up the men “vho were 
furthering the business of the company in 
this state. 

The company claims that it is not in point 
of law a company at all, but a lot of men 
doing business together as individuals, They 
Claim that this being the case they have no 
need to meet the law in this particular. 
They say that they do business as a firm, 
that there are 100 of them in the company 
and that they are not responsible to the law as 
a corporation or company of insurance men. 

The case has been pending some time, and 
came up in the supreme court yesterday in 
the -shape of an appeal. It is not known 
yet how the case will be decided by the su- 
preme court, but it seems that the company 
has had the assurance that the case will not 
be adverse

in the usual way by insurance companies.

Atlanta Manufacturers Will Not Reduce 
Their Forces, Having Orders Ahead. 


THE OUTLOOK VERY ENCOURAGING. 


The Leading Manufacturers Interviewed as 
to the Report Concerning the Re- 
duction of Tiei: Forces, 


—_ 


A report has been going the rounds for 
the past several days to the effect that a 
majority of the manufactories of the city 
were reducing their forces very materially. 
This is usually the case with a good number 
of the manufacturers of the city during the 
dull summer months, but the report coming 
as it did from various sources, attracted 
more than ordinary attention, and a Consti- 
tution representative visited the various 
manufactories yesterday for the purpose of 
finding out the real status of affairs. 

The Atlanta Cotton mills was the first 
place visited. Mr. Samuel Stocking, the 
treasurer of that company, in reply to the 
question as to whether or not his company 
had reduced its working force said: 

“No, sir, we are working our regular 
force of hands and will continue to do so 
despite the fact that the season is a 
little dull just at the present time. Of 
course, we have a dull season in our busi- 
ness just like other institutions, but we have 
every assurance of a good trade in the 
near future. We have in our employ some- 
thing like 300 operatives, and not one of 
them will be laid off on account of the so- 
called dull times. The market is firm in 
our business and, as we only manufacture 
plain domestic, we will have no trouble in 
disposing of our stock us the season ad- 
vances. The market is dull on colored 
goods, but unbleached goods always and in- 
variably find a ready sale. I do not think 
that we have any cause for complaint 80 
far, and I am candid in saying I believe 
the near future will bring prosperity and 
easy money to all judicious institutions.’ 

Just across the street from the Atlanta 
Cotton mills Colonel Boyd, of — the 
Van Winkle Gin and Machinery Company, 
was seen and asked to give The Constitu- 
tion somethifg relative to the situation at 
his works. He said: 

“We have all the work we can do now. 
We are in need of some good machinists. 
and we have no idea of laying off any of 
our men. Recently we have added a large 
machinery hall to our already extensive 
works out near the city limits, and as we 
have plenty of orders on hand I see no rea- 
son for kicking about hard times. Yes, all 
of our men are at work and we have about 
two hundred that put in ten hours every 
day.”’ 

Mr. Charley Tuller, secretary of the Ex- 
position Cotton mills was interviewed as to 
the situation at his mills and he readily re- 
marked: 

“We are running right along as though 
this was our busiest season, in fact I can 
hardly see any difference in this year’s busi- 
ness and last year’s. We have not shut 
down our place in ten years unless it was 
on account of a break or a holiday, and as 
for laying off any of the operatives this 
summer 1 can see no reason for so doing. 
We have in operation about four hundred 
looms and these will run all summer,” 

“Is this a dull season with you?” was 
asked. 

“Not by any means. We are right in the 
swim and will be there as long as there is 
any business going ob anywhere. Our 
plain goods are al! good sellers and we have 
no fear of disposing of them all when the 
season arrives. 

Mr. Dreyfus, of the Fulton Cotton and 
Bag mills, was approached and asked 
whether it was true he had reduced his 
factory forces 

“Why no,’ said Mr. Dreyfus, ‘‘of course 
we have not and do not intend to. ‘The 
force we have now in our employ is as 
large as that of any time of the year, and 
as business is very good with us I shall re- 
tain my present force just: the same as any 
time. We employ over four hundred and 
fifty operatives, and there is no danger of 
any of our employes losing their positions 
on account of the reported dull season. 
Business is very good and I am glad of it.” 

At the Southern Agricultural works Mr. 
Menko speaking for the firm said: 

“We have no cause to complain. Our 
summer force this year is exactly the same 
as that of last year, and our men are kept 
at work all the time. We are at present 
filling some large orders that will require 
an extra foree to be put on, and as our 
business increases we shall inerease our 
foree. The future is encouraging and we 
are pleased to see it so.”’ 

Several ether manufactories were visited 
and the reply was that they were running 
a regular force and letting their men put 
in full time. 

A good many of the leading mechanics 
were seen and all of them to a man ex- 
pressed great surprise at the report as given 
above. The railroad shops are keeping all 
of their men on regular time and none of 
the shops so far have indicated that they 
would reduce their working force.

But There Are Some Things West End 
Must Have Promised Her in Good 
Faith Before She Will Annex, 


It’s a lively game of “seven-up”’ Mayor 
Nelms is playing with Mayor Goodwin over 
the annexation question. 

Mayor Goodwin dealt the cards yesterday 
when he appointed the committee of five 
to confer on behalf of Atlanta, 

Mayor Nelms has cautiously looked at 
his cards, and, turning to Mayor Goodwin, 
says “I beg.” 

Aud now Mayor Goodwin will have to 
“run the cards” again, or else “give him 
one.” Mayor Nelms is “playing the cards 
close up,” and is going to keep Mayor 
Goodwin guessing for the next few days. 

At the meeting of the West End council 
lastnight, Mayor Nelms urged upon the 
council to show every Willingness to treat 
with Atlanta on the annexation question, 
but at the same time emphasized the old 
adage that a snow bird in the hand is 
worth a dozen jaybirds in the bush. He 
told them that they Were all happy out 
there in their delightful little city of 
West End, and warned them while they 
sometimes though they had a good many 
municipal burdens to bear, they might look 
back some of these bright days after they 
had annexed and call these jolly good times, 
indeed. Particularly would this be true 
if the thing was not fixed beforehand with 
Atlanta giving West End her full and 
rightful share of improvements. 

In this all of the members of the West 
Ind council were quick to agree with their 
mayor. They were more than willing to 
coufer with the committee that Atlanta’s 
council has appointed,’ but they will have 
many things to make sure of before they 
accept terms of annexation with this big 
city. Such was the sentiment of the meet- 
lug last night, and such its ruling spirit. 

Vhen the meeting was called to order by 
the mayor the following letter from Mayor 

Goodwin was read: 

Atlunta, June 19, 1893.—Mr. W. I. Zachry. 
Dear Sir: At the meeting of the general 
council this afternoon five members of that 
body, to-wit: Messrs. Meador, Rice, Beatie, 
Stockdell and Stephens were appointed a 
committee to confer with a committes from 
the city authorities, or people of West End, 
on the subject of annexation of West End 


with Atlanta. Very respectfully, 
JOHN B. GOODWIN, Mayor, 
Let the Citizens Have a Hand. 

“I want the citizens of West End to 
have a hand in this matter,” was the first 
exclamation from the worthy mayor of 
West Itnd, after the reading of the letter 
from Atlanta’s mayor. 

“I shall appoint a committee of three 
from the citizens of my town to go with a 
committee of two from this courcil to con- 
fer with Mayor Goodwin’s committee. 
That's what I am going to do.” 

There was some discussion on this point, 
however, and the council differed with 
Mayor Nelms. They all said pretty unani- 
mously that since Mayor Goodwin’s com- 
mittee Was made up of councilmen entirely, 
they thought it nothing but fair that West 
EKud should send a committee exclusively 
of councilmen to confer with them. They 
all said let the question of annexation be 
finally submitted to the ‘people of West 
Kind for ratification, but they said it was 
unfair to go out of the council for a com- 
mittee since Mayor Goodwin had not done 
so. This was agreed upon by all. 

West End’s Kesolution. 


Then the following resolution was adopt- 
ed by the council of West End unani- 
mously: 

Whereas, Official notification has been re- 
eeived by this body from the mayor of At- 
lanta of the appointment of a committee of 
councilmen of that eity to confer with a 
similar cowmbnittee from this council on the 
subject of annexation. 

Resolved, That the mayor appoint a com- 
mittee of five councilmen to confer wii i the 
committee of the Atlanta council upon the 
subject of the annexation of Atlanta and 
West End, and the basis of the same, if the 
said annexation should be deemed advisable. 

~. That his honor, Mayor Nelms, be ex- 
officio chairman of said committee. 

3. That the clerk of council notify his 
honor, the mayor of Atlanta, of the action of 
this body. 

Mayor Nelms to Mayor Goodwin. 


Then Mayor Nelms wrote the following 
communication to Mayor Goodwin: 

Hon. John B. Goodwin, Mayor of Atlanta— 
Dear Sir: At a meeting of the West End 
council, held tonight, the enclosed resolution 
wis unanimously adopted. 

It was also the expressed wish of our body 
that sour honor be addeé to the Atlanta com- 
mittee, if the suggestion meets the appreval 
of your council. 

Our committee await the pleasure of the 
committee of Atlanta’s council, and will be 
Pieased to confer with them at such time and 
place as they may suggest. With much es- 
teem, lam your obedient servant,

Council Appoints a Conference Committee 
on the West End Annexation Mat- 
ter—A Meeting Today. 


Disreputable dives and filthy negro res- 
taurants, filled with noisy, unwashed, un- 
kempt and shiftless negroes were the 
Jonahs for eight or ten Decatur street 8a- 
loons before council yesterday. , 

The police committee, whose favor is re- 
quirdd to get a whisky license through 
council, had its bright little hatchet sharp- 
ened and ready fur use, and with Chairman 
Hill as lord bigh executioner, off went the 
heads of a number of the saloons yester- 
day afiternoon.

inaugurated on this street after the 

s, beginning July Ist, expire. 

Afver that every saloon on Peters street, 
beyond the railroad crossing, will be closed, 
the liquor limits having been restricted. 

There are now six saloons beyond the 
crossing. : 

The license of every liquor saloon in At- 
lanta will expire July 1st. The meeting of 
general council held yesterday afternoon 
was the only one that would be held be- 
fore that time, and the matter of granting 
new licenses to the barrooms was taken up. 

All the petitions for whisky licenses have 
been through the hands of the police com- 
miteee. As stated in The Constitutiolugsev- 
eral days ago the gentlemen composing this 
committee made a tour of the saloons of 
the city and investigated the merits of 
each place where whisky is sold. As a 
result of this gaslight tour several reforms 
in the whisky regulatiuns of the city were 
recommended yesterday: 

When the matter was reached in the 
regular round of routine business, Chair- 
man Hill, of the police committee, arose 
with a formidable batch of papers, held 
together by tw- immense rubber bands, 
and shook them at Clerk Woodward. 

“T have here quite a number of petitions 
from saloon keepers,” said he, “upon which 
we have made reports. Before going into 
this matter 1 want to say that we have 
recommended that a number of licenses be 
granted provided certain provisions are 
complied with within a given time. 

“Our committee made a thorough tour of 
Decatur street, from beginning to end, and 
found a number of dives and dens that are 
a disgrace to civilization—a disgrace to 
anything—they would disgrace savagery. 
They are filthy, full of foul odors and fre- 
quented by a lot of generally worthless 
negroes. They are in a great many in- 
stances adjacent or near to, saloons. We 
have recommended that licenses be granted 
to several parties in case the plague spots 
be removed.” 

“IT would like to ask the gentleman how 
many new licenses are to be granted?’ 
asked Mr. Meador. 

“If the gentleman means licenses to new 
saloons, I will say that not one is to be 
granted.” 

The report was read by Clerk Woodward. 
All the old saloons in the city were granted 
licenses except the following: 

South & Phillips, beer, 209 Decatur street: 
Ik. Fechter, beer, 8328 Decatur street; J. C. 
& kK. P. Hambrick, 126 Decatur street; 
J. G. Sprayberry, 167 Deeatur street, fa- 
vorable to close out in six months; C. P. 
Johnson, administrator of Edward Burns, 
191 Decatur street. for three months; Jo- 
seph A. Brown, 81 Decatur street, for 
three months; O. E. Earwood, 150 Decatur 
street, for three months; B. L. Patterson, 
48 Decatur street, six months; Samuel C. 
Muller, 164 Decatur street, thirty days. 

Licenses were granted to J. E. Lytle, of 
114 Deentur street, provided the restau- 
rant in the basement of the building was 
removed; to S. C. Muller, provided restaur- 
ant adjoining was moved and objectionable 
premises overhead remedied; to Carl 
Hentschel, SO Decatur street, if restauraht 
and dive in basement are moved at once: to 
H. Aarwisch, 110 Decatur street, if pool- 
room and restaurant adjoining are removed 
at once. 

Chairman Hill stated that the committee 
had been over Peters street and had come 
to the conclusion that the limits on that 
street should be restricted. There were six 
saloons beyond the railroad and he was of 
the opinion that the district beyond the 
railroad should be cut off from the whisky 
limits. That section was mostly a residence 
community, and with the view of bringing 
the whisky limits this side of the railroad 
after six months, the committee had only 
granted the dealers license for six months. 

Other petitions for beer and whisky li- 
censes were reported adversely as follows: 
John Domini, beer, 209 Marietta street; 
Kk. C. Henley, beer, 524 Marietta stret; 
Abe Humphries, 269 West Peters street; 
J. R. Seawright, 137 West Peters street; 
S. A. MeDonnold, 141 West Peters street. 
The other Peters street saloonists were 
granted licenses for six months. 

Except those mentioned favorable reports 
were made upon the petitions of all the 
other saloons in the city, and the entire 
report of the committee, favorable and 
otherwise, was adopted without question or 
discussion. 

Assuming Shape. 


The movement looking to the annexation 
to Atlanta of the charming little suburb 
of West End is growing apace. Coeuncil 
yesterday took the matter in hand, and 
future negotiations on that line will be 
conducted by the representatives of the 
city: 

Mayor Goodwin sent in the following 
letter in regard to the proposition favoring 
annexation: 

Gentlemen—I am advised that at your ses- 
sion today a communication will be presented 
bringing to your notice a movement looking 
to the annexation of West End and asking 
appropriate action looking to the accomplish- 
ment of this union of the two municipalities. 
I beg to say that I have recently given the 
subject some consideration With representa- 
tive citizens of West End who are disposed 
favorably to a consideration of the proposed 
object on a basis of equity and fairness, I 
think you will agree with me that the prox- 
imity of West End to Atlanta renders annexa- 
tion a certainty in the near future. and that 
it woukl be the part of wisdom for this re- 
sult to come as early as practicable and thus 
mutually benefit West End and Atlanta. TY 
would, therefore, recommend the appointment 
of a committee, of sucn members of your 
body as you may deem proper, to consider this 
gery important subject and would suggest 
that the city attorney and city engineer he 
also placed on said committee, as their 
counsels will be very valuable in matters to 
be considered, and that the committee from 
Atlanta. when constituted. be authorized to 
confer and act with a committee to he an- 
pointell by the authorities and people of West 
End and that your committee submit snch 
recommendations as they may deem proper to 
vour body for consideration. Very respect- 
eyttr, JOHN RB. GOODWIN Maror. 

The following came _ from Mr. G. A. 
Howell. a citizen of West End, who is 
most prominently identified with the an- 
nexation movement: 

Believing it wonld prove mutually satisfac- 
tory and beneficial for Atlanta and West End 
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to unite, and that a large majority of the | 
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people of West End will or annexation to 
Atlanta on fair terms, I respectfully request 
that you appoint a mittee from your bedy 
and the city of Atlanta to confer with a simi- 
lar committee to be appointed by West End, 
each committee to be charged with the duty 
and clothed with authority to agree Uupon 


terms of annexation of each municipality.

A motion that the committee asked for 
be appointed was carried, and Mayor Pro 
Tem. Shropshire appointed the following 
gentlemen: Messrs. Meador, Rice, Beatie, 
Stockdell and Stephens. Subsequently, by 
resolution of Mr. Stockdell, the mayor, 
city attorney and city engineer WeTe added 
to the committee. 

They Want Their Money. 


A communication was received from the 
Georgia Electric Light Company, making 
complaint about the slowness of the city 
in paying the monthly bills for lighting 
the city. As an instance, the letter re- 
cited that the bill for March was only paid 
some time in March, and that the April 
and May bills, amounting to over ten 
thousand dollars, were still due and unpaid. 
It was also stated that the June bill would 
be due in ten days. The company thought 
that, inasmuch as the city was holding 
the company to a strict compliance with 
the contract, the city should not be slow in 
coming forward to meet its bills. 

“It’s a poor rule that won't work both 
ways,” was the closing remark of the light 


man. 

Mr. Hill ghought so, too; moreover, he 
thought it Was mighty poor business policy 
as the money to pay the bills had been set 
aside. The letter was referred to the 
finance committee with power to act. 

To Fix the Grade. 

‘ouneilman Hirsch introduced a_resolu- 
tion instructing the commissioner of public 
works to fix the grade of Forsyth and Ala- 
bama streets s0 as to make passage over 
and underneath the Forsyth — — 
easy and convenient. The work is to be 
yd oe cost not exceeding $500. The 
resolution was passed. 

After the Opium Dens. 

Attached to Captain Wright's commnni- 
cation regarding the presence in the city 
of two or three opium dens, Councilman 
Hill sent in an ordinance that leaves né 
loophole by which the keepers Or frequent- 
ers of these vile resorts may escape. 

The ordinance is fire-proof, imposing heavy 
penalties upon persons who keep, frequent, 
visit. support in any way, Jcnt to either 
in person or through agents these dens. Phe 
fine to be imposed is not less than v0 
or more than $300, each day the dens keep 
open to be regarded as a separate offense. 
The ordinance was adopted. 

Is Poverty a Crime? 

Some time ago, at the suggestion of 
President Turner, of the Atlanta Charitable 
Association, an ordinance was introduced 
in council making it an offense for any 
one to solicit alms on the street. It was 
stated, in justification of this ordinance, 
that the Atlanta Charitable Association, 
supported by the kind people of the city, 
stood ready and eager to help each de- 
serving person who was in need of help. 
The ordinance was designed to prevent 
promiscuous begging, and to rid the city of 
the troublesome class of professional beg- 
gars. It went to the ordinance committee, 
and came back with the amendment that 
persons who habitually beg are to be ar- 
rested and fined. ; 

Mr. Reneau opposed the ordinance in a 
hearty speech. He asked if the time had 
come when poverty was to be written down 
as a crime, and said that he had rather 
help a dozen unworthy beggars than to 
turn away one who was worthy. The ordi- 
nance was adopted, and hereafter the city's 
charity will be dispensed through the me- 
dium of the charitable association. 

Report All Deaths to Jumbo. 

An ordinance requiring the heads of 
families, in which persons died whose burial 
expenses were to be defrayed by the city, 
to report such deaths to the city warden 
within twelve hours -after they occur, was 
adopted. 

The ordinance committee was instructed 
bv a resolution introduced by Mr. Hill to 
investigate and report at once upon the 
condition and needs of the Grady hospital. 

A resolution by Mr. Hill also made it 
the duty of the electrie light committee to 
investigate and find out if the offices of 
city electrician and electric light inspector 
could not be consolidated, and report at 
the next meeting. 

Police Court Clerk. 

Heretofore the clerk to Judge Andy Cal- 
houn’s police court has been a deputy clerk, 
but the ordinance cutting down the fees 
of the clerk’s office contemplated a change 
in this, and having a patrolman detailed 
for the work. Since then, it has been dis- 
eovered that it has always been the custom 
to have this work done under the city clerk, 
and yesterday Mr. Hill introduced an ordi- 
nance requiring the city clerk to still con- 
tinne furnishing the police court with a 
clerk, tO be paid a salary of $60 per month 
out of the police appropriation. 

New Creensferry road, in the western 
part of the cit}, was changed to Battle 
Hill avenue. by resolution of Mr. Renean. 

By resolution of Mr. Rice, Chief Connolly 
ia to designate places, for fruit stands on 
the 4th of July, and to charge each a 
license of $2.50. 

By resolution, the commissioner of publio 
works was instructed to inspect the street 
paving of the entire city and repair sinks 
and holes at a cost not to exceed S500. 
Council adjourned until 11 o'clock this 
morning. when the tax ordinance for the 
next fiscal year will he considered.

Mr. Kimball Clearly Sets Forth His 
Guaranty Plan for Atlanta. 


IT WAS AN ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING. 


There Will Bea Meeting of the Committee 
Again Today, to Wind the Matter up. 
Details of Yesterday’s Meeting. 


Mr. Kimball’s plans for building up new 
manufactories in Atlanta were fully heard 
yesterday by the committee of fifteen. 

Nothing definite was done by the commit- 
tee, however, in the way of shaping a re- 
port, except to appoint a subcommittee of 
tive to look further into the suggestions of 
Mr. Kimball. 

There was a great deal of enthusiasm 
manifested during the conference and the 
plan of Mr. Kimball met favor among the 
comniutteemen. 

fhe meeting was called to order by Gen- 
eral C. A. Nvans, chairman, who stated 
shat the meeting was for a purpose that 
had been explained so often that it was 
fully understood. The committee had bees 
appointed for the purpose of conferring 
with Mr. H. I.’ Kimball, to hear and act 
mpon such suggestions as he might make 
looking to the furthering of the recent 
movement to encourage and develop At- 
lanta’s manufacturing interests. 

“Without saying anything further,” re- 
marked General Evans, “‘l wil now call 
upon Mr. Kimball to talk to us about such 
plans as he may have to suggest.” 

Mr. Kimball thanked the committee for 
the consideration ef giving him a hearing. 
He said he bad written down the chief sug- 
sestionus he had to make, and would read 
them to the committee for the reason that 
when he once begins talking about the wel- 
fare of Atlanta, he never knew where to 
stop.

a well-established fact that the insurance 
companies are today the largest, most influ- 
ential and powerful financial jnstitutions of 
the world. Your own Home Fire (nsurance 
Company is an illustration of the success of 
this class of business. 

It is only within the past few years that 
the Saag mee of jnsurance have been applied 
to the development of industrial enterprises

Gaptain English went more fully into 
the details of suck a plan, tlustrating 
with many incidents. fle didnt think 
there could be much direct profit or in- 
come to the stockholders, because they 
would have to borrow at the same rate 
of interest at which they would loan. 


However, the benetits will come indirectly 
to every line of trade in Atlanta. 

The only thing he was skeptical about 
wus starting with the $20,000. 

“So am 1,” said M. Aaron Haas 
“That's the trouble. ‘The scheme will be 
ne ,,vod unless the full stock was paid in. 
1 don’t think we ought to change the plan 
we have already adopted. We all under- 
stand it. It is to lend money. Besides, 
we can do the same kind of Misurahce bry ai- 
ness With our company that Mr. Iwimball 
suggests.” 

Captain Howell Talks. 

Captain FE. P. Howell took the floor, and 
said he was one of that kind who could 
make more moncy investing on ai ina- 
vidual plan than by putting it into a pool, 
and, Without knowing where it was to be 
spent, watching others dip it out, anid that 
was why he saw salety ip a plan like Mr. 
Kimball’s—it didn’t make a great pool ot 
to be managed by others, and yet, 
had the same effect of encouraging manu- 
factories with a liberal loan of money. 

He said he had not always favored the 
echemes Mr. JSimball had from time to 
time brought to Atlanta, but withal he be- 
lieved no man had ever done so much for 
the material development of Atlanta as Mr. 
IKkimball had. He complimented Mr. Kim- 
ball, saying that the cotton exposition, so 
well managed by him, hid been the mark 
of the greatest era ol Atlanta S prosperity. 

He favored Mr. Kimball's guaranty pian 
and spoke enthusiastically in its favor. 

He said it was insurance. A few years 
ago if q man asked another to let him in- 
sure his life, he would think the man 
wanted to cheat him. Nowadays it is quite 
fashionable and is recognized as a wise and 
sufe investment. The guararty plan sug- 
gested by Mr. Kimball, Captain Howell 
said, was much after the same order, and 
he closed by pledging his support to such a 
plan.

A negro by the name of Fred Craig was 
sent to the United States prison, at Colum- 
bus, QO. 

He was tried before the court yesterday 
morning on the charge of breaking into a 
postothee at Taylorsville, Ga., and stealing 
therefrom a lot of money. 

The postotiice wag a small one, and, Jike 
many others in the smaller towns, was 
run in connection. with a general store, 
which was full of every kind of merchan- 
dise. 

The negro, as it appeared from the evi- 
dence, was a bold, desperate character, 
una wars bent on deriving the greatest 
amount of bodty possible from his raid. 
He foreed an entrance into the store, and, 
after taking a cool survey of the situation, 
crawled into the best. suit of clothes to 
be found by the very uncertain ligut through 
which he had to grope. After this, he 
provided hims lf with a fine pair of shoes 
and other articles of personal wear that 
were calculated to impress his girl with 
the elegance and variety of his wardrobe, 
as Well as the amplitude of his pocket 
book. He then strolled over to the office 
and pulled open the cash drawer end ex- 
tracted therefrom the sum of $7.43, leaving 
nothing to begin the next day with. It 
Wis a hice little game, but the othcers 
were in at the winding up, and the burglar 
Was placed in the hands of the law. 

He was tried before Judge Newman 
yesterday morning, and, after a careful 
exaniination of the case, was found guilty 
by the jury. He was thereupon sentenced 
to three years of hard labor in the Ohio 
penitentiary. In charge of an. oflicer, he 
started for his destination yesterday after- 
hoon, 

The case was managed by District At- 
torney James, in behalf of the government.

tle presented ¢. ludicrous appearance as 
he entered the courtroom, and it was ell 
the Judze could do to see iim without the 
aid of a magnifying glass. Ile was not 
much taller than ae eyardstick, and his 
weight was hardly more than lifty pounds. 

Ile was very much frightened when he 
entered the courtroom, and Was all in a 
tremer. The othcers of the court smiled 
at the little chunk, and seemed to pity him 
for being in such ar embarrassing position. 

However, he was not punished, as. he 
had been in jail for several weeks. The 
sentence of the court was suspended, and 
he Was allowed to give a bond through his 
attorneys. 

The offense with which he was charged 
was that of stealing letters from the oflice 
of the Everett-Ridley-Reagan Company.
